The Japanese Version of the Naval Battle 
Off the Yair. * 

The following account of the great haval 
Dattle off the mouth of the River Yalu is the 
story of the engagement accerted as the 
true one at Tokio. It is forwarded from the 
Japanese capital by steamer to San Fran- 
cisco and from there wired to bo Post-Dis- 
PATCH: 

TOKIO, Japan, Sept. 60, 80, via San Francisco, 
Oct. 22.—On Sept. 16, the day of the battle of 
Ping Yang, the vapanese fleet was moving 
slowly toward the east about twenty-five 
miles south of the Alu Island. The gunboat 
Akagi had been sent ahead to search for the 
enemy and, having scouted on the south side 
of Halyun Island, started to return when she 
sighted a fleet of fourteen Chinese warships, 
including the two ironclads Chen Yuen and 
Ting Yuen, steaming toward Corea. 

The Akagi straightway started for the Jap- 
anese fleet, pursued by the enemy, and the 
two fleets met off Tatu Island about noon. 

The Chinese advanced in two columns. led 
dy the froticlads, and the Japanese Admiral 
attempted to steam between them. Then 
began a terrific battle, which was only ended 
by darkness. 

At 4,000 meters the Chinese fired. The Jap- 
anese waited till within 8,000 yards and then 
replied. As the battie waxed and the ships 
were half hid in cannon smoke the coolness 
and courage of the Chinese seemed to disap- 
pearand their gunners fired in the air, 
scarcely making any attempt to aim. Their 
fiect formation disappeared and each ship 
fought Diindly on its own account, 

Then the Japanese fire began to take effect. 
The bow of the Lao Yuen was shot away and 
she began to sink bow first. Her stern rose 
in the air as she sank and her propeller was 
still going at full speed, causing her to roll 
around like a dying monster, while her 
drowning crew could be seen through the 
drifting smoke struggiing in the mighty 
85 feel of water. Cheer after ebeer burst

: peared beneath the surface. 

The Chinese launched torpedoes, but none 
of them took effect. 

One torpedo grazed the bow of Matsyshima 
and sank immediately afterwards. Another 
torpedo was launched at the Saikio, @ Japan- 
ese merchant — 2 converted into a 
cruiser. The Chi could be seen clapping 
their hands like chifidren as the torpedo left 
the side of the ship, but it went only half way.

Careful investigation ts being made by them 
to see if the basiness methods in the depart- 
ment can be improved.

The methods of diposing of 
public land matters has received some atten- 
tion and the experte believe that 
a way ot improvement will been found 
which can be put in practical 
operation—a subject that. oceupies the at- 
tention of many clerks: and officers of the 
General Land Department. There should 
be, if possibile, a change, 

At present, à contest is made before the 
land office in the West, the testimony is 
taken before the register and receiver, and 
the case decided by them. If either party is 
Gisbatishied an appeal is taken to the General 
Land Office, where the testimony is ex- 
amined, and in the course of six months or a 
year a decision is made. Then if the parties 
are so disposed another appeal can be taken 
to thé Secretary of the Interior and here the 
case May remain a year or more before it is 
fvelly decided. Even this does not mean a 


| permanent adjudication, for either party 


could take the case iato the courts, where it 
would have its final settlement. It could 
not be appealed from the Secretary of the 
Interior tothe courts buta new case could 
be cermhmenced. 
It has been suggested to the experts that 
the right of appeal which carries the case 
slong for several years ought to be stopped, 
and that a decision by the Commissioner of 
the General Land Office should be final. This 
would relieve the Secretary of the Interior 
from a great deal of work which is now per- 
formea. 
If the experts should recommend and tle 
ery Commission should indorse this 
method of ending appeais with the Commis- 
sioner it probably would meet with a eo 
deal of opposition from several quarters. In 
the first pane the land attorneys would — 4 
— such an innovation because it would 
rgely reduce their practice before the de- 
partment. Asto what position any Sec- 
retary of the Interior might take is a 
matter of doubt. While he would be relieved 
of a great deal of work and responsibility it 
is doubtfui it he would consent to severing 
his own authority from one of the important 
branches of the department.

CATERPILLARS IN PROCESSION, 


Peculiar Characteristics of a Certain Spe- 
eles in France. 

From Chambers’ Journal. 

The extensive pine forest which covers the 
dunes of Southwestern France, stretching 
from the Basin d’Arcachon’’ on the north 
for many miles southward toward Biar- 
rhitz, is the home of a curious cater- 


pillar, Bombyx pytbioeampa, of the same 
family asthe silk worm. ‘These insets pos- 
sess a few interesting Characteristics. ihey 
pass the winter in nests, woven around a 
bunch of pine needles, and large enough to 
accommouate a family of from fifty to 200. 
Spring having arrived each community 
leaves its winter home and prepares to set 
out into an unknovn world. On leaving the 
nest they forma processionin single file, 
each caterpillar in immediate communica: 
tion with the one preceding and the one fol- 
lowing it. Im this manner they descend 
the tall pine and reachterra firma. From 
this habit they acquire the name of One- 
nille Processionnaire,’’ or professional cat 
erpiliar. Their principal object now is to 
bury themselves in the sand; and to achieve 
this, some distance has often to be travers 
before a spot suitable for the purpose can te 
found. Especially isthisso when the pine 
tree happens to be situated in the 
streets or gardens of A don and 
insuch a case an interesting and rather 
amusing sight may ve seen, when a 
procession consisting of some huncreds of 
the imsects, and perhaps fifteen or sixteen 
yards in length, wends its way slowly along 
the road,

ANTI-TOXIN IN AMEAICA, 


D@ G:bier of New York Using the Diph- 
theria Remedy. 


Nuw York, Oct. 22.— The Academy of Medi. 
cine of France has approved of the new 
healing serum or anti-tox:n for the treat- 
ment of diphtheria. 

The discovery has been received with en- 
thusiasm in France,and a subscription start- 
ed by the Figaro to bulld an institute special- 
ly for the treatment, already amounts to 
$20,000. 

It tuis remedy can do all that high medical 


authority claims it can, it may safely be said 
thatthere has teen no more beneficent dis- 
covery in medicine. 

The experiments which have led tothe 
discovery of the healing serum began a good 
many years a both in France and Ger- 
many. According to Dr. Paul Gibdier of the 
Pasteur Institute, in New York, the first man 
to put it in the practical and efficacious form 
in Which itis mow used was Dr. Roux of the 
Pasteur Institute, in Pafis, with whom an 
„ condoned was published in Saturday's Post- 
DisPaTc 

Dr. Gibier has himself been experimenting 
with the serum for two years in the Pasteur 
Institute at Ninety-seventh street and Cen- 
tral Park West. By his own observations and 
the ofmielal statistics of treatment in the 
Paris hospitals he has assured himself of the 
efficacy of the remedy. He beileves that 
itis now time for the public to take advan- 
tage of it. Parents wno have the opportu- 
nity toobtainthe new treatment fur their 
diphtheria-stricken children and do not do 
so throw theirlives away. Diphtheria is a 
disease in which a little delay is fatal and 
makes any remedy useless excent the power 
to raise the Gead.
